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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

As fully discussed in the attached Interview Summary and also in the Office action of 5/1/2008, page 2, claim 2 was previously objected to 
for being improperly dependent on claim 1 . Claims dependent on claim 2 were similarly defective. However, applicant's proposed after- 
final amendment of 9/2/08 would raise a different, new issue in that the claim would then appear to be missing an essential element, i.e. 
steps that actually produce the average molecular weight feature are missing. The oxidation of maltodextrin has no limits on how much it 
can proceed to cleave and modify the maltodextrin structure, so there must be adequate process steps/language that ensure that the 
"process for producing" actually does what it says it does. The proposed after-final claim amendment thus introduces an entirely different 
problem and issue to the claims, and it would require a different rejection which is not of record. At this after-final stage of prosecution, this 
is deemed untimely. 



Continuation of 1 3. Other: Claims 1 8-1 9 are allowable but for this issue - they depend on claim 1 but they recite "The process of claim 1 ." 
Claim 1 is not a process claim, so this should be corrected before allowance of these claims . 
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
